It WM hordly likely, of course, that suck an offer 
woUd be taken up; but. as one comroentaior points 
out, k is illunmating because k sheds such a flariof 
light upon the central "problem which faced the con¬ 
ference. (he total inability of the Hindus and the 
Moslems to agree. This was the rock upon which 
the gathering split. In view of this unsettled point, 
therefore, and in view of Mr. MacDonald's offer 
in behalf of the British govcmmenl. if India has not 
got hbr new consthulion, k is hardly fair to blame the 
administration at Westminster. It did not attempt to 
coerce the Indian people. At the same time, there is 
this to he remembered—at the close of the conference, 
mutual respect and confidence had gro%vn from the 
contacts and diKUstions; and this ought to be re¬ 
garded as a very considerable gain. It should endure 
in the uncertain times ahead. Upon Mr. Cendhi, 
however, depends a great deal, not only for India 
but also for Great Britain.
